Grenadian Prime Minister Sir Eric Gairy was in the 
United States when his government was toppled by a 
coup d’etat on March 13. Aithough he was initially 
under Secret Service protection, he chose: to waive 
that protection on March 20 when Secret Service agents 
delivered him safely to San Diego, California. 


Based om what we know of Gairy's character. and 

.cotinections, it-is possible that he would attempt to 
marshal resources to stage a counter-attack against 
the new regime. For example: 


-~- Gairy used a variety of repressive tactics and 
violence against his political enemies in the past. 


-~- He undoubtedly has substantial funds which 
he could use to finance the recruitment and arming. 
of a mercenary force. 


-- He has known Mafia connections. ~ 


-- In the past., Gairy has received assistance 
from the Chilean junta and it is possible that the 
Chilean government has used Grenada as a base of 
operations for intelligence and smuggling activities.

In the referenced cable, the FBI reported its 
belief that former Grenadian Prime Minister Sir 
Eric Gairy had most probably left the country. 


On April 6, a reporter from the Miami Herald * 
conducted a telephone interview with Gairy which 
appeared in the April 7 edition of the paper. 
According to that report, Gairy was in San Diego 
at the time and said he planned to stay there 
indefinitely. On the evening of April 18, 

Terry Kleinkauf spoke to Gairy at the telephone - 
number in San Diego. which was provided in the 
referenced memorandum. Ms. Kleinkauf telephoned 
at my request, ostensibly to discuss with him 
his status in the United States and whether or 
not he had been in any further contact with the 
Immigration and Naturalization Service. Gairy 
said that he would advise Ms. Kleinkauf of his 
decision regarding application for political 
assylum or permanent resident status.

_ On September 5, 1979, Sir Eric M. Gairy,. 3833 Midway 
Drive, #315, San Diego, California, was contacted by a Special 
Agent of the Federal Bureau of Investigation (FBI). 


Gairy was advised of the Neutrality Statutes, specifi- 
cally Title 18, U. S. Code, Section 9356(a), Conspiracy to Injure 
Property of Foreign Government; Section 959(a), Enlistment in 
Foreign Service; Section 960, Expedition Against Friendly Nation; 
and Title 22, U. S. Code, Section 1934, Munitions Control. 


At the conclusion of the reading of these statutes, 
Gairy advised that he fully understood the United States law 
pertaining to neutrality matters and that he had no intention 
of violating a United States law. 


Gairy stated that he had no intention of attempting to 
overthrow the present government of Grenada and that he intended 
to do religious and spiritual work while in the United States. 

He did advise, however, that he planned to return to Grenada within 
the next year because he felt that the people of Grenada would not 
accept the communist controlled government and would overthrow the 
_government without any help from him. Gairy stated that he did 

not intend to attempt to influence the people of Grenada to over- 
throw the government nor in any way assist them other than through 
his prayers. Gairy will be ready to reassume the role of Prime 
Minister of Grenada at any time the people of Grenada request him 
to return.

When questioned as to a time frame, Gairy replied 
that he anticipated that he would be requested to return to 
Grenada by February, 1980. He constantly reiterated that he 
had no intentions to break any United States laws nor to enter 
into any conspiracy to overthrow the present government of 
Grenada. 


Gairy stated that he did feel somewhat slighted by 
the "lack of consideration" given him by the United States 
Government. He stated that he understood that the FBI was not 
responsible to provide him a bodyguard service nor transportation 
while he was in the United States, however, he thought that since 
he had been the elected leader of Grenada for seven terms, the 
United States Department of State owed him certain "considerations." 
He advised that he would probably contact the State Department in 
the near future to discuss this matter.
